Neame Is so bi eclectic 
that it's no wonder we don't 
belleve a word of the movie. 
When Schmuel  Rodensky 


(playing the Nazi hunter Simon: 


Wiesenthal, unaccountably, as 
Bela Lugosi’s Dracula) hands 
Jon Voight a photograph of the 


war criminal Edward 
Roschmann, we expect Voight 
to say, “Oh, | know him — 


that’s Maximilian Schell.” That 
he doesn't in fact respond in 
this way Is one of. the few 
surprises. in the movie. 

The Odessa File lumbers on 
for over two hours, but there’s 
almost no filler in the script;

the problem is that Neame 
directs the film as if it were all 
filler. There’s an attempted 
murder scene in a subway 
station that should be fast and 
exciting, but too many reaction 
maddening 
concentration on the techni- 
calities of stopping the train 
and retrieving the victim 
(Voight) long after we've seen 
him roll to safety kill the 
suspense and bring the action 
to a grinding halt. 

The performances are grind- 
ing, too.
